1 . DEPT HAS RECEIVED INQUIRY FROM INTERNATIONAL AIRCRAFT 
LEASING (IAL) OF NEWBURGH, NEW YORK, ASKING ABOUT FLIGHT 
PREOCEDURES TO FLY LOAD OF 130 CATTLE AND 25 SHEEP FROM 
STEWART AIRPORT, NEW YORK, TO SCHOENEFELD AIRPORT, GDR. 

IAL WOULD USE BOEING 707, US REGISTRY N9985F, WITH US CREW. 

THEIR PLANS CALL FOR DEPARTURE STEWART 2300Z TUESDAY JUNE 
14; ETA SCHOENEFELD 1000Z WEDNESDAY, JUNE 15; ETD 1200Z 
JUNE 15. AT DEPT'S REQUEST, IAL EXPLORED WITH US BROKER 
POSSIBILITY OF LANDING AT OTHER DESTINATION IN GDR, EG 
LEIPZIG, BUT GDR INSISTENT ON SCHOENEFELD. 
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2. BEFORE CHECKING WITH DEPT, IAL HAD DISPATCHED TELEX 
REQUEST TO GDR CIVIL AVIATION AUTHORITY AT SCHOENEFELD 
REQUESTING AUTHORIZATION FOR FLIGHT. REQUEST WAS IN FORMAT 
SHOWN IN JEPPESEN MANUAL FOR EASTERN EUROPE AND SHOWED 
ROUTING VIA HAMBURG-BERLIN CORRIDOR. IAL RECEIVED GDR 
REPLY APPROVING FLIGHT. 
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3. DEPT HAS INFORMED IAL OF QUESTIONS WHICH THEIR FLIGHT 
RAISES FOR THE BERLIN AIR REGIME. WE HAVE TOLD IAL THEIR 
REQUEST MUST BE CONSIDERED BY ALLIED REPS IN BONN. IAL 
IS PREPARED TO FLY NORTH-SOUTH ROUTE AND IS AWAITING 
INSTRUCTIONS. 

4. WE BELIEVE THAT FLIGHT SHOULD BE AUTHORIZED BUT QUESTION 
OF ROUTING MUST ALSO BE DECIDED. WHILE WE REALIZE THERE 
ARE ARGUMENTS IN FAVOR OF THE CORRIDOR ROUTE USING THE 
LOT PROCEDURES, WE ARE INCLINED TO FAVOR A NORTH-SOUTH 
ROUTING VIA THE BALTIC. THIS WOULD OBVIATE NEED FOR 
CORRIDOR BRIEFING AND WOULD AVOID IMPLICATION OF 

FLIGHT AUTHORIZATION ALREADY GRANTED THAT GDR PERMISSION 
NECESSARY FOR USE OF CORRIDOR. PRESUMABLY THIS ROUTING 
WOULD ALSO BE MORE PALATABLE TO BRITISH, WHO IN THE PAST 
HAVE BEEN MOST RELUCTANT TO APPROVE CORRIDOR FLIGHTS TO 
SCHOENEFELD. IF THE NORTH-SOUTH ROUTING IS USED, WE 
BELIEVE PILOT SHOULD BE INSTRUCTED TO REPORT IN TO BARTCC 
WHEN ENTERING AND LEAVING THE BCZ, AND CARD SHOULD 
PASSED IN THE BASC. 

4. FOR BONN: REQUEST US REP RAISE QUESTION OF IAL 
FLIGHT IN BONN GROUP ON URGENT BASIS, AND SEEK ALLIED 
AGREEMENT ON ROUTING AND PROCEDURES. 

5. FOR TISBERT.TN: ON ASSUMPTION NORTH-SOUTH ROUTING 
WILL BE FOLLOWED, REQUEST MISSION PROVIDE DEPT 
APPROPRIATE DETAILED INSTRUCTIONS FOR PILOT AS WAS DONE 
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IN CASE OF FLIGHT OF US AIRCRAFT FROM TURIN TO BERLIN 
(USBERLIN 2631 (1976)). VANCE 
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
